Just few years ago, sales representa- 
tives for Martin Marietta Data Systems, 
Inc. boasted potential customers that 
the MAS-Manufacturing sys- 
tem came complete with 24-volume set 
documentation. Such voluminous paper 
was proof that the software 
was among the best documented 
systems the market, they 
said. 

Today, the Martin Marietta 
sales pitch quite different. 
now hails the fact that the 
MAS-Manufacturing documen- 
tation has been cut three vol- 
umes, one which targeted strictly to- 
ward the nontechnical end user, according 
Michael Belcham, manager manufac- 
turing products Martin Marietta. 

Martin Marietta’s change philosophy 
one example larger trend the soft- 
ware industry. Companies that for years 
have geared their documentation toward 
sophisticated data processing audience are 
now simplifying and streamlining that in- 
formation push appeal the end 
user.

Two West Coast suppliers IBM-com- 
patible mainframes responded last week 
IBM’s latest round price cuts for its 
large-scale processors and disk systems. 

Amdahl Corp. trimmed 16% 
the purchase prices for its 580 series 
high-end CPUs, according company 
spokesman. The vendor also lowered 
12% the purchase price for its 6380 disk 
system. 

National Advanced Systems Corp., 
meanwhile, pared the purchase prices for 
its 8003, 9000 and 9100 mainframe fam- 
ilies 12% 16%, according NAS 
spokesman. addition, the firm cut 10% 
from the purchase price its 7380 disk 
system. 

related move, Amdahl boosted the 
lease charges for its 6280 and 6380 disk 
modules 10% 17%, the company 
spokesman said. Similar increases lease 
prices also apply the firm’s 6880 disk 
system controller. 

The rise Amdahl’s leasing charges 
takes effect Oct. 15, contrast the 
company’s purchase 
which become effective immediately, the 
spokesman said. 

increases lease prices were an- 
nounced last week NAS, although such 
move reported under consider- 
ation. 

the wake last week’s price reduc- 
tions Amdahl, 24M-byte, 24-channel 
configuration the company’s 5860 uni- 
processor now costs $2.56 million.

man said. Under two-year lease, howev- 
er, the monthly payments for 6380 have 
jumped from $5,595 $6,434.

Last year

the DEC subsidiary had sold restrict- 
technology items company 
run man linked. the Soviet 
KGB, the same man believed be- 
hind last year’s foiled smuggling at- 
tempt. 

The Commerce Department said 
the fine was the largest ever ex- 
port violations case. The department 
will require that DEC pay $1.1 mil- 
lion, suspending payment the addi- 
tional $400,000 for three years, after 
which payment will waived 


further violations have occurred. 
DEC said did not admit wrong- 
doing, but agreed the settlement 
avoid inconvenience its customers 
and and costly litigation.”

Also last week, DEC was given ap- 
proval for two-year distribution li- 
cense that permits the company 
export shipments under one general 
license; result last year’s sei- 
zures, DEC had been required ob- 
tain individual licenses for each ship- 
ment.

Commerce Secretary Malcolm Bal- 
drige, prepared statement, said 
the transactions “raised national se- 
curity concerns because they includ- 
two [DEC] VAX-11/780 comput- 
ers.” Baldrige said had 
cooperated with the investigation 
and had voluntarily divulged rele- 
vant information. 

Richard Berube, spokesman for 
DEC, said the company was not 
aware Mueller’s involvement with 
DIT the beginning the time peri- 


covered the settlement, but 
eventually did become aware his 
involvement. When the transactions 
first began, Berube said, had 
checked the Commerce ‘denied’ list 
and [DIT] was not it.” 

Berube said the company had not 
instituted disciplinary procedures 
against any 
“none are warranted.” However, the 
company has taken aggressive steps 
ensure its administrative proce- 
dures are effective possible 
complying with export regulations. 
“In retrospect, the 
system had place two three 
years ago obviously could stand im- 
provements, which have done,” 
said.

Richard Berube, DEC spokesman, said 
equipment shipped DEC stamped with iden- 
tifying serial numbers. 

The equipment involved the seizures last 
November was reportedly shipped from the 
unidentified export company based New 
York and was destined for South Africa, where 
Mueller had taken residence and where 
According Customs Department investiga- 
tion, the company received shipments criti- 
cluding the DEC equipment, valued million 
Jan. 9}. The DEC equipment was subse- 
quently shipped via Hamburg, West Germany, 
where the first interception was made, and later 
Helsingborg, Sweden, where the second seizure 


from the same consignment was made. 

Mueller’s involvement touched storm 
bureaucratic infighting and accusations Wash- 
ington, D.C. Anonymous Defense 
officials were quoted The Washington Post late

NEW YORK Management Assis- 
tance, Inc. (MAI) last week disclosed 
that Bell Atlantic Corp. the pro- 
posed purchaser its Sorbus Service 
Division. 

MAI announced August that 
had found buyer for its profitable 
third-party computer service divi- 
sion, but declined name that pur- 
chaser until last week. Philadelphia- 
based Bell has signed letter 
intent purchase Sorbus for $175 
million cash. 

The latest announcement followed 
the heels the U.S. Department 
Justice’s recommendation late last 
month allow several regional tele- 
phone holding companies enter 
into lines business besides those 
allowed the AT&T divestiture 
consent decree. The MAI-Bell Atlan- 
tic agreement also subject ap- 
proval U.S. District Court Judge 
Harold Greene. 

Jack Baird, Bell Atlantic spokes- 
man, said the regional holding com- 


pany optimistic that the federal 
court will approve the plan. said 
that optimism based the Justice 
Department’s recommendation al- 
low Nynex Corp. and Pacific Telesis 
Group, two other regional holding 
companies, sell range comput- 
equipment and related hardware. 

Baird said Bell Atlantic expects 
keep the present structure Sorbus 
essentially intact. don’t antici- 
pate any significant changes struc-

78, she 
sharp any the so-called 
perts,” but unlike the experts, she 
has particular financial interest 
promoting one technology an- 
other. That attitude refreshing 
industry which just about ev- 
eryone trying make buck. 

Hopper travels extensively, 
speaking every flavor audience 
from high school students high- 
powered industry executives. Her 
wide-ranging, spirited talk contains 
kernels insight for everyone. Hop- 
per calls herself ‘‘the third program- 
mer the world’s first electrome- 
chanical computer” (Harvard 
University’s Mark I), but her mes- 
sage light nostalgia and heavy 
current issues. 

Anyone who relies computers 
for living should listen closely 
what Grace Hopper has say. Clear- 
ly, the field poised for incredible 
growth, the kind which Hopper be- 
lieves will make the largest indus- 
try the country the end the 
century. But she believes lack 
standards and reluctance adopt 
new ideas could send careening 
into chaos just quickly. 

Hopper draws parallel between 
the current state the computer 
industry and the auto industry the 
early part the century. Microcom- 
puters are the Model comput- 
ing, she said.

25, 1980], appeared Computerworld. that 
time, Tandem Computers, Inc. offered the only 
commercially available fault-tolerant system, 
the Nonstop. Now that there are about two 
dozen offerings from domestic and foreign man- 
ufacturers, clear that fault tolerance has 


with memory and languages and 
operating systems, fault tolerance 
will become subconscious require- 
ment. just wouldn’t think build- 
ing system without it. 


been accepted concept with future. 

guess that within the next years 
fault tolerance will common higher 
level languages, multiuser operating systems 
and megabyte memories. 

first became involved fault-tolerant sys- 
tems the mid-1960s, when company 
that time, Data Trends, Inc., built triplexed 
totalizator system for the New York Racing 
Association. The system was designed for the 
Aqueduct, Belmont and Saratoga racetracks and 
used Honeywell, Inc. H200s. Remember them? 
They were 6-bit machines designed for commer- 
cial data processing. 

The system was quickly followed net- 
work duplexed Digital Equipment Corp. PDP- 
15s acting the telex switches still used ITT 
World Communications, Inc. The floor the 
Chicago Board Trade was first automated 
with triplexed DEC 

The Sombers Group was later involved with 
other systems. One included telex switches for 
the British Post Office using General Automa- 
tion, Inc.’s SPC-16. Another, the data base man- 
ager for the (New York) Daily News editorial 
system, used duplexed Prime Computer, Inc. 
200s. 

All these fault-tolerant systems were pre- 
1976, and all had the following characteristics: 

Each used homegrown operating system 
supporting fault-tolerant strategy that was 
quite specific the application. 

Each ran single processor with shad- 
standby that could take over without losing 
transaction (or call progress). Triplexed 
systems simply provided third cold standby. 

Memory sizes were small today’s stan- 
dards (16K bytes 64K bytes). 

All programming was done assembly 
language. 

those days, built the systems from 
scratch and squeezed the last bit performance

out the hardware. After all, hard- 
ware was expensive, and software 
was cheap (at least, that was man- 
agement’s perception). 

Then came 1976 and Tandem, and 
our little world custom fault-toler- 
ant systems turned upside down. 
Tandem had the daring introduce 
generic fault-tolerant product 
one that was applicable almost 
any application. Just iearn check- 
point, Tandem said, and you can 
build any application run fault 
tolerant. 

Tandem was right. The custom 
fault-tolerant business The 
Sombers Group vanished almost in- 
stantly, replaced with experi- 
ence dozens new Tandem-based 
systems. course, checkpointing 
did not turn out the trivial 
exercise touted Tandem. And 
there were failure windows not even 


anticipated. But with ever-increas- 
ing experience and continuing im- 
provements Tandem products, the 
building these systems has become 
more straightforward. 

Today, these systems can 
found almost any application, ex- 
cept those which require ultra-fast 
response time are products aimed 
very low-cost markets (these are 
still candidates for custom operating 
systems). 

The most amazing part the Tan- 
dem story that the company held 
this market captive for six seven 
years unheard today’s tech- 


_nology. was not until 1982 that 


Stratus Computer, Inc. became seri- 
ous competitor. Synapse Computer 
Corp. emerged next, followed doz- 
ens others.

What fault tolerance? 
general statement, fault- 


tolerant system one which any 


failure transparent the user. 
However, this general statement 
unusually demanding. For one thing, 
implies that any sequence fail- 
ures will user-transparent. The 
reliability today’s hardware 
such that tolerance any single fail- 
ure sufficient, given sufficiently 
rapid repair time. 

The statement also makes al- 
lowance for reduced performance 
the (presumably) rare event fail- 
ure. This often tolerable, long 
all functions are still available the 
user community. will therefore 
use relaxed definition for purposes 
the following discussion: fault- 
tolerant system one which any 
single failure functionally trans- 
parent the user. 

system must have the following 
characteristics: 

Redundancy. Each critical compo- 
nent must replicated that can 
replaced upon failure. 

Fault detection. The system must 
able identify automatically 
component that has failed. 

Isolation. The failed component 
must isolated, electrically and log- 
ically, from the rest the system. 

Reconfiguration. The system 
must reconfigure itself continue 
uninterrupted operation the pres- 
ence this fault. 

Repair. The faulty component 
must repairable without affecting 
normal ongoing system operation. 

Recovery. Once repaired, the 
failed component must reintro- 
duced into the system. 

Data base integrity. failure 
mode shall allowed contami- 
nate the data base. 


What’s happening now? 


Tandem, located Cupertino, 
Calif., the granddaddy generic 
fault-tolerant systems. Tandem in- 
troduced multicomputer system 
which independent comput- 
ers were interconnected dual 
high-speed bus. Within this struc- 
ture, fault tolerance was implement- 
via software. Each operating pro- 
gram (or process) running one 
computer could have back-up pro- 
cess running another computer. 

Via software-implemented check- 
points critical points the pro- 
cess, the back-up process informed 
the primary process’ exact state. 
Thus, the primary process should 
fail (due processor failure, for 
example) the back-up process could 
take over very quickly (within sec- 
onds) from the last known state. 
Done properly, the user unaware 
the failure. 

Given that Tandem’s approach re- 
flected the technology the mid- 
1970s, was very advanced con- 
cept and obviously holding its own 
today. (Tandem continues com- 
mand the bulk the market for 
fault-tolerant systems.) However, 
this approach has cer- 
tain drawbacks. Checkpointing im- 
poses nontrivial system overhead, 
and the understanding and genera- 
tion solid checkpointing strategies 
little-understood art. 

the microprocessor technol- 
ogy the ’80s, Stratus Computer 
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Natick, Mass., introduced totally 
new idea fault tolerance strictly 
through hardware redundancy. Tak- 
ing the Stratus processor exam- 
ple, really four microprocessors 
(Stratus uses the Motorola, Inc. 
68000) arranged two pairs du- 
plexed processors. All four micro- 
processors are run lock step the 
system clock frequency. The outputs 
each microprocessor within du- 
plexed pair are continually checked 
for consistency. 

long all outputs are the 
same, both pairs operate parallel. 
one duplex pair should find 
inconsistency, immediately discon- 
nects itself from the system bus, but 
the other duplex pair continues oper- 
ations. 

Along with its equally secure 
memory, disk and communications 
units, Stratus “processing module” 
will continue uninterrupted process- 
ing the event any single failure. 
Stratus allows processing 
modules connected via high- 
speed bus, although this capability 
used solely for expansion and not 
recoverability Tandem’s case. 
(Note: more accurate, each 
Stratus processor really made 
multiple four microproces- 
sors, since there one set for execu- 
tive work and one more sets 
depending the model for appli- 
cation work. Each set quadra- 
plexed and runs lockstep.) 


Hardware approach 


Stratus solved the overhead prob- 
lems Tandem’s software approach 
through its “hardware” approach 
quadraplexing. the surface, this 
appears more expensive, 
though higher performance, solu- 
tion. However, not clear from 
actual field experience that either 
true: Both systems appear 
price/performance competitive. 

Then enter Synapse Computer 
Corp. Milpitas, Calif. Synapse ar- 
gues that the multicomputer ap- 
proach both Tandem and Stratus 
inefficient for two reasons. One 
that many applications require sev- 
eral cooperating processes, especial- 
transaction processing. Termi- 
nal requestors communicate with 
transaction servers, which communi- 
cate with data base manager. 

loosely coupled systems such 
these, the interprocess communica- 
tions mechanism lengthy (typical- 
few milliseconds) and represents 
significant portion the system 
load. Secondly, though the load

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the system can shared among the 
computers, cannot éasily dy- 
namically balanced, since processes 
must preassigned particular 
computer. not uncommon for one 
100% load while others are running 
10% 50% load. 

Synapse introduced closely cou- 
pled multiprocessor system (as op- 
posed multicomputer system) 
processors (again, the Motorola 
68000) use one common memory. 
This improves efficiency two 
ways. Interprocess communications 
now via direct memory and 
measured microseconds rather 
than milliseconds. 

Furthermore, all general-purpose 
processors can work off common 
task queue, thus keeping all equally 
busy. process longer assigned

cause any sick processor, through 
certain hardware failures, can con- 
taminate main common memory. And 
the failure main memory module 
also represents catastrophic sys- 
tem failure. Synapse, therefore, ad- 
dresses fault tolerance with some- 
what different philosophy. The 
company submits that, many ap- 
plications, perfectly reasonable 
require users reenter their cur- 
rent transaction the event 
failure proyided that failures are 
infrequent and that the integrity 
the data base maintained.

erant field. There the software 
approach Tandem, the hardware 
approach Stratus and the transac- 
tion approach Synapse. 

Each approach has its pluses and 
minuses, perhaps most easily ex- 
pressed the minuses. The 
ware approach imposes system over- 
head, the hardware approach 
imposes hardware overhead, and the 
transaction approach imposes recov- 
ery time overhead. interesting 
that the newcomers the field fol- 
lowing Tandem, Stratus and Syn- 
apse use Gne combination 
these techniques. 

Auragen Systems Corp. Fort 
Lee, N.J., offers multiple computer 
clusters can interconnected via 
dual high-speed buses.

Personnel turnover continues sore spot 
data processing department budgets. According 
recent University Maryland study, turnover 
personnel some data processing projects was 
high 30%. informal survey, Stanley Acker, 
human resource consultant, estimated the cost 
recruiting, relocating and training newly hired 
person much $10,000. These figures mean 
that your shop employs people, you could 
losing much $60,000 per project just turnover 
overhead. And that cost doesn’t count lost productiv- 
ity. 

For years, managers have concentrated stopping 
turnover before starts. Incentives include higher 
salaries, private offices, understanding and accom- 
modating workers’ goals and promoting positive

Until now, few tools 
models have been available 
help managers plan for turnover. 
Managers typically take seat-of- 
the-pants approach: deal with turn- 
over whenever happens, not be- 
fore. Given that turnover costs 
money and managers are under in- 
creasing pressure get the most out 
their dollar, some quantitative 
tools for turnover contingency plan- 
ning are long overdue.

Start planning 


Let’s chart the situation. From ex- 
and limited record keeping, 
know Gary, Chris and all 
work the average rate one man- 
month/month mm/mo). For our 
purposes, mm/mo work means 
worker can actually perform one 
work-month work that estimated 
take usually one work-month 
perform. also know work has 
been arriving steadily average 
rate mm/mo. 

This definition assumes you have 
data for making these estimates. 
Where will the data come from? You 
should have least the following 
recorded for each change request: 
when the request was made, esti- 
mate the programmer time needed 
complete the request, which pro- 
grammer(s) were assigned com- 


plete the request, when the request 
was compleied and the actual pro- 
grammer time needed complete 
the request. 

Concerning the rate which 
work arrives, look the change re- 
quests finished previous months. 
The programmer time spent these 
requests can then chalked 
the months when the requests were 
originally made. Looking the 
work generated these original 
months can give you historical 
basis for estimating the current 
work generated per month. 
course, current work estimates are 
much higher lower than 
mal,” your estimates may have 
revised accordingly. 

Concerning the productivity rates 
the maintainers, comparing 
their actual work times with the 
work estimates for completed 
changes which they were assigned 
can help. Your intuition the pro- 
grammers may also helpful, but: 
programmer less productivity. After 
all, the estimates are used turn- 
over contingency planning only, not 
for programmer evaluation. 

Figure shows Ed’s turnover pro- 
file the effect Ed’s leaving 
personnel work resources. start- 
ing our turnover contingency plan- 
ning, are currently the begin- 
ning month the start 
month t,, leaves. the beginning 
month Bob starts and trained 
Chris.

Some published numbers are 
available. For example, McLaugh- 
lin 1979 estimated the period

seven months; and the period 
the time train the new hire and 
get him fully speed, eight 

months.

numbers, use them. 

One point worth checking your 
shop Chris’s knowledge Ed’s job 
and her ability train Bob 
job.

More recently, however, especial- 
since IBM and the govern- 
ment resolved their 13-year anti- 
trust case, IBM seems have been 
taking subtle approach 
pricing changes, presumably con- 
found the competition and all the 
analysts who make living watch- 
ing IBM. 

For example, pricing changes 
specific lines are often bundled into 
larger pricing actions affecting 
many different product lines. Also, 
some cuts have been hidden. For 
example, earlier this year, IBM un- 
veiled $16,000 performance up- 
grade for users the base models 


the 3080 processors. one hand, 
the performance upgrade was ob- 
vious appeasement users who just 
found out their CPUs were not up- 
gradable the newer, more power- 
ful models the 3080 line. the 
other hand, the $16,000 perfor- 
mance increase was cheap was 
basically giveaway. That is, for 
about roughly the cost the hard- 
ware and installation, users could 
get more throughput out 
their systems. 

While actually costs users more 
money, the the performance option 
can viewed veiled price cut 
especially light the cost 
migrating larger model proces- 
sor.

Various versions this quote 
have been stated experts and 
printed the media for the past 
years. The number companies, 
however, has increased every year. 
Many computer companies have 
failed, but every failure has been re- 
placed with two more new compa- 
nies. 

the there are now over 500 
companies making basic computer 
units. There are over 2,000 compa- 
nies making computer peripherals 
and supplies. There are more than 
10,000 businesses providing comput- 
products and services, including 
software. And there are many new 
independent contractors 
ware developers the new computer 
cottage industry. 

Why are the experts and media 
predicting shakeout? Obviously the 
larger, more established firms would 
like the public believe this the 


consumers will favor their products. 


Many the professionals the com- 
puter field cannot, choice 
not, keep with the rapid changes 
available products. The safe rec- 
ommendations, therefore, are for 
them favor the products the 
largest companies. 


Proper planning 


addition, many the large pro- 
fessional firms and educational insti- 
tutions are establishment-oriented. 
They believe that good products 
come from what they call proper 
planning according the procedures 
the books they read and write. 
They not believe (or maybe, not 
want believe) that the casual in- 
formal planning style many new 
companies can develop and support 
technologically advanced quality 
products. 

The current fast-growing seg- 
ments the computer industry are 
small computers, software and ser- 
vices, including the office automa- 
tion products. These products are re- 
ceiving lot glamour and 
attention, but they currently repre- 
sent less than 15% the industry’s 
product sales. 

The larger companies, therefore, 
must continue direct their empha- 
sis toward the larger computers.

HAYWARD, Calif. defunct Detroit comput- 
distributor has become the second MDS Qantel, 
Inc. dealer win multimillion-dollar fraud suit 
charging Qantel with fraud for supplying defec- 
tive products. 

The recent verdict Hayward Superior Court 
jury awarded $12.6 million, including $10 million 
punitive damages, Datapro Corp., Detroit 
firm that distributed MDS Qantel products for six 
years until ceased operations 1982. 

The verdict came little more than year after 
Boston federal court jury awarded Massachu- 
setts firm, Computer Systems Engineering, Inc., 
$17 million its claim that Solutions ac- 
counting software was defective. The trial judge 
later reduced the Massachusetts award mil- 
lion. 

Datapro attorneys Thomas Christo and Robert 
Watson argued that Qantel deceived its distribu- 


tors into believing that the firm planned market 
its products, including Solutions, through its dis- 
tributor network. was doing 
was using the distributors shield, while its 
products were Christo said after the 
verdict. 

Datapro’s suit, which was filed cross-com- 
plaint after Qantel filed breach contract suit 
1982, charged that Qantel knew its products were 
defective and that planned drop its distribu- 
tors once the defects were worked out the prod- 
ucts. 

MDS Qantel Executive Vice-President for Fi- 
nance Joe Brooks said last week, company 
believes that the jury findings the defendant’s 
counterclaim were improper and unsupportable 
and has instructed its counsel take all steps nec- 
essary set aside the jury verdict.” 

Before the case went trial last month, Data- 


pro and second firm, Corporate Services, Inc., 
owned Datapro principal shareholder Wilhelm 
Kast, settled the breach contract claim agree- 
ing pay Qantel $240,000.
